older brothers arc out of work, tlie younger children arc often taken 
from school and put at odd jobs which will add one or two pennies 
to the coffers of the family. When industry again revives, they have 
lost ill desire to return to school and are Sbon numbered among the 
workers of the nation. 

Many paid hirelings of capitalism defend the employment of 
children it|»on tlx- grounds that in a large number of cases the youth¬ 
ful workers are the only supjwirt of widowed raotluta and aged par¬ 
ents. But one's sympathy for such ca«es soon disapears when it is 
learned that the children forced into the factory for this reason alone, 
comprise but about two percent of the total number at work in aJ 
occupations. * 

It is indeed sad to be forced to confess that a large amount of 
child Labor can he traced to the parents of the little ones. In the 
struggle for bread they look u|wn their offspring only as a means io 
an end. The meagre wages which the child may be able to earn mean 
more to them than its future career. It is the present only which is 
important. The problem is to keep the wolf from the door NOW, 
and this is partly solved by placing the child in-the factory at the 
earliest opportunity. As one author says, ‘'nicy will do anything 
t > deliver their children into the serfdom of the factory."** They 
seldom hesitate to lie and swear falsely as to the age of their little 
ones, while cases ltave been frequently noted in which older children

denunciations of child labor. Some have even goyc so far as to erect 
schools and provide competent teachers where tlie pokin' liavc failed to 
<lo so. in order tliat tlicir employes might lie given an education. With¬ 
in trie last few , jirs. and of tlicir own volition, the Georgia lmlustrial 
Association as well as the Cotton Manufacturers' Association -have 
passed rules restricting tlie employment of children in tlicir factories 
But a> long as one imscrtipukius employer exists in the United 
States and hires mere liabes to work for him, just -o long will his 
competitors' lie forced to follow his example, and we shall continue to 
have the ghastly sight of.stunted and maimed bodies of unhealthy child¬ 
ren held up before the eves of our Twentieth Century civilization. 

I do not plead for live employer. Neither do I wish to beg 
humanity's fiardon for the numerous crimes which he has committed 
against it in tlie name of conqietitinti anti profits. All tliat 1 can lio|ie 
to do it is to throw tlx.- burden of blame upon society Itself, upon capital¬ 
ism, which lias roblied tlte cradle of its treasures in order to satisfy 
tlie demands of a system of privately owned and operated industry. 

Tlie cliiltl itself is too often to be blamed for its employment 
Many a little tot. scarcely old enough to read and write, grows tired 
of its IkioIcs and studies, and prefers the dull round 6t factory life to 
the strict discipline of the scluxil room. A capitalist said lieforc the 
industrial commission some years ago, "I have repeatedly asked 
children iti tny employ wliellu-r they would rattier remain in scIxkiI 
or be in the mill and I have never fould one who would not ratlicr tie 
at work in the mill than go to school.” While this statement of the 
employer |>crhaps puts the matter a little too strongly, L can say 
from my experience that this is too often the case. The little ones 
desire to work and rani money. They delight in the seeming free¬ 
dom and excitement of factory life, so strongly in contrast with the 
restraining influences of tlvO school room. Barents despair in their 
efforts to keep the child at his lxxiks ami rather -hail have him 
roam the streets they consent to his employment. 

Poor school accomodations must also be mentioned a* a cause of 
child labor. From all over the United States comes the cry of the 
|>eople for more and'better public schools. In the South and West the 
accomodations are exceedingly i>oor, the length of term varying from 
two to four months, while many localities cannot boast of even tliis 
scanty provision for the education of tlx: future citizen of the country. 
If no attempt be made to keep the child in school, it is natural to cx- 
|xxt that lie will sooner or later be found at work on the farm or 
in the factory. Teachers there are in plenty who take hut little in¬ 
terest in tlie welfare of the children under their supervision, and 
who by this means discourage ina'qy from continuing their studies. It 
lias sometimes happened that these supposed guardians of the ambi¬ 
tions of the youg students have sent tin and twelve year old children 
to the factory inspector with a written request tliat 'x-rinils he given 
them so tliat they could go to work, because the case of the little one 
liad proven to lie incorrigible.* Such occurences' are truly a dis¬ 
grace to our system of public education.

Such meas¬ 
ures of relief as we may be able 
to force from cartalism arc but a 
(ireparatkm of the workers to seize 
the whole powers of government, 
in order tliat they may thereby lay 
hold of the whole system of in¬ 
dustry

Socialism Is a theory of a system 
of human aocicty based on the com¬ 
mon ownership of tha means of 
production and the carrying on of 
the work of production by all for 
the benefit of all. In other words. 
Socialism means that the land, the 
railways, the shipping, tiio mines, 
the factoriea and all such things as 
are necessary for the production of 
the necessaries and comfort* of life 
should be public property, just as 
our public mads, our public parks, 
and oitr public libraries arc public 
property today, so that all these 
things should he used by the whole 
people to produce the good* that 
the whole of the people require. 

Socialist* say that Ibis is no uto¬ 
pian dream, but the necessary na¬ 
tural outcome of the development of 
society. It used to be supposed that 
anything like the collective carrying 
on of any enterprise wa« impossible 
because it was thought that the per¬ 
sonal supervision and control of the 
owners vi.t absolutely necessary to 
the sucee«s of such an enterprise. 
Bui we sec.today that the greatest 
undertaking# are those which are 
owned hv joint stock companies, in 
which tiie personal supervision of 
the proprietors is quite impossible, 
and in which the whole business is 
managed and carried on by paid of- 
i’.*Ials, who might just as well be 
paid by the community to carry on 
the enterprise in the interest of the 
general body of the people a* be 
paid by a few wealthy men to carry 
it on for their profit. 

Today good* are not produced to 
satisfy human needs; they are #imp- 
lv prodivcd to provide profit for the 
rla-s which owns the mean* of pro¬ 
duction. It is only for the sake of 
thi* profit that the property owning 
class owns these means 0/ produc¬ 
tion. As a consequence, wo have 
shoddy and adulterated goods pro- 
duced. Also, as this profit is simp* 
!v tin- difference between the value 
if the work which the working peo¬ 
ple do and the amount they receive 
in wages, the actual producers never 
receive the equivalent of what they 
produce, and therefore are never 
able to buy it back again. It hap- 
|K‘lis, therefore, that, as the ma¬ 
chinery of production increase* and 
workmen are able to turn out more 
go-is, they tire thronn out of work, 
and l!e-y,with tlvoir wives and chil¬ 
dren, arc in want and misery, not 
he.aust; then; is any scarcity of the 



things they need, but because 
is more of them than tho 
have produced them can buy. 

Under the present system, t’ 
fore, the very increase of we 
too often a curso co the wealth 
ducers, simply becAuce those 
produce have no ownership 
means of production, and no 
trot over the tliinga produced- - 
Under Socialism, as the nu 
production would belong to 7 
whole people, tho whole peo; 
would have control of the ‘ 
produced. Every increase of we 
then would benefit the whole 
niunity. Under the present 
increased wealth means im 
luxury tor the few and incr 

f enury and suffering for the. 
n a Socialist community. inct 
production would mean more 
tire, more wealth, more meaiii 
enjoying life, more opportunities 
for everybody. 

By the discoveries of science..th* 
invention of genius, tho application 
of industry, man has acquired such 
power over nature that lm can now , 
produce wraith of ail kind* as plen» 
tifully as water. There is no sound- 
reason why poverty and. want should? 
exist anywhere on this earth. All 
that is needed is to establish a moro 
equitable method of distributing th* 
wealth already produced in tndd 
profusion. That ia what .Soria 
proposes to do. The work of pr 
dilution is organised, socialized: 
is necessary to socialise dkitrihut. 
as well. 

What is to be done to supp 
the present system by Socialism; 
substitute fraternal oo-operation fcM 
the cut-throat competition of 
day? The first thing necessary ia 
to organize the workers into a ctaMM 
conscious party; that is, a party : 
cognizing that as a class the work
